The principal Epe ska ra for the evening and 
their pertinent remarks follow: 

JAMOS ARONSON, who described himself as editor 
of the "Naalonal Guardian, " opened the nesting and described 
the difficult time the Guardian had in contracting with 
Town Hall officials for the use c£ the hall once it was 
announced that Mrs. KARGULRITE 0£>WALD would appear on the 
program. — — ' 



ARONSON stated that the "National /Guardian" 
■utilized, the services of the American Civil/ liberties ^ 
Union in forcing Town Hall to "honor "their '/4greeicent'”2- 
buv not'untll after $ 25,000 was placed In escrow against 
any physical damage dene to the hall as a result of the 
meeting. / 

ARGNSON Introduced DAVID IJAHER_as chairman of 
the evening. ARONSON described KAHER as 'a Frof eager of 
Law at Rutgers University and a former law clerk for 
Justice HUGO BLACK of the Supreme yCourt. 



HABER merely stated that the primary reason for 
hi 8 sppearanc.e was to express his opinion that more publicity 
of the "Oswald Case" was necessary in order to remove the 
aura of secrecy which surrounded the case. 
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HAUER introduced ST/iUQ^IL^’^ and JACK MIUNIi 
co-authors of the "New Republic 1 ' article, "Seedr, of/ 
Doubt. 1 '. EA2ER stated t b^^'LYi©; professor of History at 
a college In Atlanta, Georgia, who would "next year" 
teach hletory at Yale University, would be the next 
cosalser. 



LYND began by qualifying himself as an American 
Revolutionary histoiy specialist and opened with a 
criticism of the investigation of the OSWALD c-ase. He 
described it as a "Hclljc/ood production." LAND went into 
detail concerning the autopsy reports submitted on President 
KSKKHDY, alleging that contradictions and discrepancies 
existed as to where the bullet entered and left the 
Pre aidant c s body. 

LYND alleged that the Warren Ccmmission instead 
of actually investigating the case cn its own, independently, 
would, instead, accept RSI reports carte blanche when, in 
fact, the 331 v/as an interested party. LYND called tills a 
gross dereliction of duty. 

LYND alleged that certain, unspecified, government 
soui'ces were eeeleSng to conceal the conspiracy that resulted 
in President lUZNNEPY ( s death. He noted that the United 
States had lied about the U-2 incident, the Bay cf Pigs 
disaster, and now the assassination of/ a Pi'S aidant.
